Poor Folk Who Will Become 
Prosperous Traders. 


We saw them first in Bombay, o 
little group of Indians herded to- 
gether on the quay under a notice 
board; “Deck Passengers, Medical 
inspection.” | There were about a 
dozen, several women carrying 
babies with toddlers clutching at 
their skirts, two middle-aged men 
and half a dozen young ones. They 
seemed of the humblest class but 
they had with them many packages 
and bundles tied in way materints. 

The sun was merciless. It was 


over an hour before the ludy doc-. 


tor came. The women deck pas- 
sengera followed her behind a cur- 
tain and presently emerged with a 


clean bill of heakh; but two of-l 


the ‘men were detained. These lat- 
ter sat on their bundles with blank 
faces uncomplaining, staring at 
their more fortunate fellows who 
were allowed to climb the gangway 
of our ship.: Another time another 
bout would take them, and who are 
deck passengers to .travel when 
they choose? ° , 
Humble Camps, 

The hurrying mail boat has no 
room for the very poor traveller, 
but many a slower steamer is a 
Brent caravangerai. We, first class 
passengers, Hved in luxury in the 
centre of the ship, but fore and aft 
below us stretched the wide spaces 
of the cargo decks, a camping 
ground for humble folk content to 
live and sleep under the open sky. 
From the high deck above we fol- 
Jowed all their fortunes during the 
following weeks, 

They quickly made themselves at 
heme; each chose his own pitch 
and ranged his possessions about 
it, « few cooking pots, a rol! of 
bedding, a savk of atta. A rigged 
canvas gave shelter from sun and 
warmth at night. Obviously they 
had travelled long before embark- 
ing for during that first day they 
slept thankfully, not even waking 
al the loud screams from the naked 
baby. 

Happy And Detached. 

. > For three weeks these travellers 
lived a happy and detached life of 
their own, Up at dawn, they roll- 
ed away their bedding, washed in a 
far corner of the deck amid much 
chatter and hung out their clothes 
to dry. Card games occupied most 
of their time and the picture papers 
we sent down from the saloon 
caused deep interest especially 
among the women who turned the 
pages again and again. Towards 
evening the principal meal of the 
day savas prepared. Cooking pots 
were set in order, the bag of atta 
opened, and a big box containing 
all manner of little packets and 
bottles pulled out. No easy task 
to find the spice or salt in such 
surroundings. 

’ A rough stove under a tin shelter 
could be used for cooking in bad 
weather, but in the still Indian 

,ocean nights o handful of coals in 
& brazier served to. turn the 
chapattles a golden brown. They 
ate thelr meal sitting in a circle 
round small heaps of nuts and 
bowls of rice. Afterwards one 
would chant 2 monotonous song 
while another played the drum,

They carried 
gurlands of flowers which they 
hung about the necks of the new- 
comers whom they hailed with 
rapturous greetings. The old 
Sepoy found his brother and to-;

they watched the porters handling 
their luggage, the baskets of cook-! 
ing pots, the bags of atta. 

Though these people had travell- 
ed in the cheapest way, in poor 
clothes, eating rough food, it was 
obvious that they were neither 
friendless nor unimportant, but: 
wanted and welcomed by relations; 
who were men of substance, 
prosperous traders from Moorish 
towns. Perhaps in a few years. 
these deck passengers too, will own 
a thriving business, Buying and 
selling is to be their Jot. In the 
fetid alleyways of Fez they will 
bargain for rugs, pottery, brass. 
That red walled city may become 
their home. Or, if they do not 
venture so far into Morocco’s 
heart, an Algerian seaport may be 
glad to receive them, for from the 
supply of eggs and fowls to the 
Gibraltar garrison, an excellent 
living can be gained. In any case 
‘their travels are over;. the tender 
cuts through the clear. water, and 
they turn towards an unknown 
town that will be their future 
resting place, : :

WORKER'S, APPEAL, 


Deputation to Board of Trade. 


A saureueatalivs trade deputa- 
tion visited the Board of Trade to 
discuas the queation of shipping re- 
pairs and to put forward plans for 
an immediate reaumption of work 
on the new Cunard liner, The 
initiative in aproaching the Board 
of Trade was taken by the Federa- 
tion of Engineering and Shipbuild- 
Ing Trades, but it was decided to 
extend the scope of the deputation 
to include all trade unions mainly 
affected by the suspension of the 
contract. ‘ 

The proceedings lasted an hour 
and a half, and the deputation was 
receiyed by Sir Charles Hipwod, the 
Second Secretary to the Board of 
Trade, in the absence of Mr. Run- 
ciman, On behalf of the deputation, 
which was introduced by Mr. Will 
Thorne, M.P., jt was stated later in 
the afternoon that the mecting was 
arranged on behalf of 3,600 workers 
directly concerned with the con- 
struction of the new liner, and an- 
other 7,000 indirectly affected. 

Mr. Sherwood, president of the 
Federation, it ‘was pointed out, call- 

ed attention to the state of the ahip- 
building industry, and said that. in 
September, 1931, there ‘vere 417, 
885 tons under construction, com- 
pated with 1,660,264 tons in Decem- 
ber, 1929, and less than oné-half 
compared - with December, "1980, 
The normal produce of British ship- 
yards stood at ‘about'1, 500, 900 tony. 
Of' the 417,885 tons ‘Yelerred to, 
60,000 tons ‘were in suspension, ‘ta 
addition to the 73,000 of the new 
Cunard liner; and the disarmament 
policy of the Government lett ‘little 
hope of any increased work in that 
direction. This production was 
based on a 10-per cent. reduction in 
the number of berths. due to the 
operations of National Shipbuilding 
Securities, Limited. In December 
the Ministry of Labour Gazette, 
showed an average of 60.2 per cent. 
unemployed'on a much decreased 
number of people employed in the 
industry. In some. districts\ more 
than 76 per cent. were unemployed. 

It was further contended by Mr. 
Sherwood that everything ‘had been 
done within the industry to reduce 
the cost of production. This year, 
In addition to what had been done 
within the industry, the wages of 
the highly akilled workmen had been 
reduced to a uniform rate of £3 a 
week, and piece- workers had suffer- 
ed great reduction amounting in 
many cases to more than 208. 9 
week, The prestige of' national 
shipbuilding, he said, was now at 
stake, The degree of suffering on

Over 25,000 tons 
of the new boat ‘had been built, and 
the dredging necessary: for the 
launching of such a large vessel, 
with the possible disturbance of the 
under-strata, created a risk of silt- 
ing. There was, it was alleged, a 
real danger not only of waste of 
material but of the ship being un- 
able to be launched. 

Mr. Sherwood’s statement was 
supplemented by Mr. Frank Smith, 
secretary of the federation, and Mr: 
Westwood, of the ship-wrights. 

In reply, Sir Charles Hipwood 
said that he would convey what the 
deputation had said to the Presideat 
of the Board of Trade, and a report 
would no doubt be received in due 
course. 

The question of repairing British 
ships in foreign ports was also rais- 
ed, and the expectation was express- 
ed that British shipowners would 
sympathetically apply the principle 
of repairing at home wherever poB- 
sible.—The Tlmes.
